ind appreciate--regular grooming. A daily combing and brushing 
will contribute to feline health and sleek good-looks. It will also 
make tabby more welcome on laps and furniture 

Use a round-toothed comb and a bristle brush. Brush from head to 
tail with long, firm strokes ilways with a measure of affection. It's 
well to start the custom while the cat is still a kitten. Even with an 
older cat, you'll meet with few objections if you begin by brushing 
her favorite spots, between the shoulder blades, beneath the chin 
ind along the cheeks. Combing will loosen tangles and discourage 
formation of knots, while the brush will pick up loose hair and lend 
extra sheen. Loose hair swallowed when the cat licks itself clean can 
form hair balls in the stomach, a frequent cause of distress 

Probably the commonest source of misunderstanding betweer 
its and people is the handling of them. The widespread notion that 
it’s wise to follow nature and pick up cats as mother cats do, is a 
mistaken one. In a short time the kitten’s body is too heavy for 
lifting by the nape of the neck and internal injuries may result. The 
cat also will come to dislike or fear approaching hands when it real 
izes that it will soon be picked up in a helpless and awkw urd posi 
tion. This may lead to counter measures. with scratching or biting 
soon becoming the habitual response In picking up a kitten or cat 
ilways support the whole body.
